It was dis- 
covered Sunday that his left lung was af- 
fected, pleuratic water having touched 
only right lung up to that' time. Distin- 
guished medical authority of this city be- 
lieves Mr. Gresham will ultimately re- 
cover, relying on his vitality to pull him 
t hrough. 


FLYING BULLETS. 


Murder by an Enraged Father-in-Law in 


a Texas Town.

WACO, Tex., May 27.—One of the worst 


shooting affairs on record in this section 
of Texas has just gotten into the news 
channels. 
George Dallas Grifflce was 


seated at his door Saturday when George 
W. Anderson, his son-in-law, and Colum- 
bus Anderson drove up in a buggy. Grif- 
fice had been warned that his son-in-law 
intended to kill him and he fired two 
Winchester bullets through George An- 
derson, who fell dead. Columbus Ander- 
son fled, Griffice firing at him as he ran. 
The street was crowded and stray bullets 
killed Tom Lewis a colored boy, and 
wounded Henry Hays, colored. Ander- 
son, the dead man, eloped with the four- 
teen-year-old daughter of Grifflce a short 
time ago and married her.

CLEVELAND, O., May 27.—Owing to the 


vigorous warfare instituted on the "free 
and easy" element in this city by Mayor 
McKisson during his brief term as chief 
magistrate, about all the disorderly houses 
nave been closed up and wholesale ar- 
rests of their inmates have been made. 
Licenses of low class theatres have been 
revoked, and every beer garden in town 
was closed yesterday. 


It \\as a Dangerous Fall. 


Miss Florence Butler of Zylonite sus- 


tained a very dangerous fall Sunday even- 
ing. She had attended service at the Zy- 
lonite chapel with her father, W. W. But- 
ler, and had started for home when an- 
other girl said she had left a book in the 
chapel and asked Miss Butler to go back 
with her for it. Miss Butler did so, and 
in searching for the book in the rear part 
of the chapel she fell through an open 
trap down to the cellar bottom, a distance 
of from seven to ten feet. She was pain- 
fully bruised, but fortunately escaped ser- 
ious injury. She was able to walk home, 
but will be confined to her bed for a few 
days. 
The fall was one which might 


easily have cost her her life. Miss But- 
ler's many friends in this city will be very 
glad to know that the consequences of 
her mishap are no more serious than they 
are. 


In the District Court. 


Warren Barney was fined $3 this morn- 


ing for disturbing the peace and was 
placed on three mouths' probation. John 
Kinney paid costs for being drunk. John 
Eager was accused of assaulting Wallace 
Whitney and his case was continued one 
week. Christopher Beaver was fined $15 
for disturbing the peace. Arthur Qonyea 
had been drunk and was put on probation. 
JJenry.'Ktxefs'was accused of- polluting a 
spring, the property of Charles T. Jonea 
and the case was continued until June 3. 


The annual Memorial service at the 


Methodist church Sunday evening was 
largely attended. It was not a union ser- 
vice and yet the church was well filled. 
The desk was draped with the stars and 
stripes and there was a large flag at each 
side of the platform, while numerous 
smaller ones were displayed in a way to 
emphasize the occasion as highly patriot- 
ic. C. D. Sanford. post, G. A. R., the Sons 
of Veterans and the Woman's Relief corps 
marched from Grand Army hall together 
and were seated in a body directly in front 
of the pulpit. The service opened with 
singing by the choir, followed with script- 
ure reading and prayer by the pastor, Bev. 
Dr. Brown. "Nearer my God to Thee" 
was then sung by a quartet composed of 
Mrs. Hawkins, Miss Sadie Willian, F. M. 
Brigham and Herbert Wills. The next 
selection was "America," by the choir 
and congregation, and then came the dis- 
course of Dr. Brown. 


We have met here, he said, to honor 


the brave men who fought and died for 
this country, and we do well to honor 
them, for if ever men deserve honor these 
men do. The generation that gave us 
these men is fast passing away. The war 
was fought by young men, three-fourths 
of all the Union soldiers having been 
under thirty years old. But they are 
young no longer. Each year adds to the 
number of their graves and in a few years 
more there will be no veterans left to dec- 
orate them. A new generation is coming 
up, which knows nothing of the war ex- 
cept as a matter of history. It is thirty 
years since the war closed and there are 
tens of thousands of fathers and mothers 
who were not then born. 


Such an occasion as this is not one for 


the revival of sectionalism. Our southern 
brethren are back in the family and the 
old sore is being healed over, as the trees 
and grass and shrubs spring up and hide • 
the scars on the landscape which were 
made there by a landslide. The scars 
made by that awful war will all be healed 
by time. 


One way to insure peace is to remember 


that the war is past. How well we who 
are old enough remember that great 
struggle with its memorable battles, and 
then just as peace was returning, the 
assassination of Ii3*fcol#. Proia all these 
memories we ought to learn to hate war. 
Happy indeed are those who know of the 
war only by the observance of Memorial 
day. It was a terrible war and we lost 
more men in a single battle than were 
lost during the Revolution. Modern war- 
fare is much more destructive than that of 
the olden times. 
God grant that our 


beloved land may never see war again. 


There is another lesson for us to learn 


besides the hatred of war. 
It is that 


honors to the heroic dead kindle the fires 
of patriotism. It has been feared that the 
money-getting spirit 
and the general 


hurry and rush of this age would cool the 
patriotic impulses of our people, but 
Memorial day shows that this cannot be 
done. The union soldiers taken as prison- 
ers during the war numbered 175,000. 
While they were starving and dying the 
rebels offered to release all who would 
join their cause, but, so far as I know, 
there 
was not 
a 
single 
instance 


in which the offer was accepted. 
It 


takes heroic blood to do that. We would 
not forget the great and gallant generals 
who led our forces on to victory, but we 
must remember that it was the rank and 
file that made victory possible. 
All the 


years of the war were filled with ex- 
amples of high and pure patriotism. 
It 


was not for pay, for rations, for bounty 
or for pensions that our men fought. 


Other nations had been looking to see 


our republic fail, and when the 
war 


broke out they thought its doom had 
come. And some of our men also wanted 
to see this country split in twain, but 
the loyal states, with Lincoln at their 
head, said this should never be, and the 
nation braved the storm as a rock does 
the dashing billows; it braved a storm 
that would have shaken any kingdom on 
earth Never has our republic stood so 
firm as it does today and the nations of 
the earth realize this. 


It is well to stir up the fires of patriotism 


in times of peace, and so we look back to 
the days of the war for a country that 
was worth saving. It is still in its in- 
fancy, but it has already forged to the 
front. It possesses all climates and its re- 
sources are beyond computation. It con- 
tains 60,000,000 people and can spare much 
after feeding them all. This country of 
ours is worth all it cost to save it. And 
the greatest of all its products is men. In 
the old world class distinction ^hinder the 
development of men, but here all have an 
equal opportunity. It was for such a 
country as this that these men died. 


We shall fitly honor the soldiers by tak- 


ing up the work for which they fought 
and died. It is as great to live for one's 
country as to die for it. We must strive 
to preserve and purify this government of 
oars and never fail to impress upon the 
minds of the children what this country 
has cost. 


Dr. Brown closed by addressing a few 


words especially to the veterans before 
him, who arose and remained standing 
while he spoke to them. He spoke of the 
thrilling memories such an occasion as 
this must bring to them, who marched 
and fought side by side with those who 
fell. We delight to honor you, said the 
speaker, you who stood by the side of the 
men whose graves we shall decorate in a 
few days. And we would place laurels on 
the brows of the living while we scatter 
flowers on the graves of the dead. 


At the close of the address, which was 


heard with deep interest, and of which 
the above is but a brief synopsis, a selec- 
tion was rendered by a quartet composed 
of Messrs. Carrington, Brigham, Wills and 
Mallery, and the service closed with the 
Doxology and benediction. 


THE SCHOOL TROUBLE. 


Anna B. Jackson Has Something of Inter- 


est to Say. 


NORTH ADAMS, May 26. 


Editor Transcript:—Dear Sir: May one 


who is a mere looker-on in this school af- 
fair, one who has no relatives among the 
school committee, the teahers or the 
scholars of the high school, say a few 
words by the way of comment on the 
events of the past week ? 


Suppose the directors of one of our 


banks finds that their cashier is constantly 
abstracting small sums and after warning 
continues the same practice; would it be 
likely that all the stockholders would rise 
in arms if he were dismissed, alleging that 
because his business ability and geniality 
bad brought many new depositors he 
should be retained? Hardly; when our 
precious dollars are likely to be tampered 
with, we wish no half-way measure. Now 
in this matter, is it not true that the 
moral consciousness is largely developed 
during the years which form the high 
school period of » boy's or girl's life? And 
should the townspeople not be as anxious 
that that moral consciousness be rightly 
directed during that time, as that their 
money be not tampered with ? This of 
course, is a matter which is not so tangi- 
ble, not so easy to deal with as a charge 
of some definite crime; but may it not be 
of more importance ? 


The statement of the committee, when 


read carefully without prejudice, must 
make it evident that the chief question 
about which they were all in earnest, was 
this one of the morale of the school, if I 
may be allowed a word for which there is 
no equivalent in English. 
That this 


unanimous opinion of a committee of 
trustworthy individuals has been so re- 
sented by the townspeople is one of the 
most astonishing events in the town's 
history. That the resentment is unrea- 
soning is shown by two complaints which 
have been made: one, that the commit- 
tee has visited the high school but twice 
in three years (an untruth, by the way, 
unless it means the committee as a body, 
then it is an absurdity); the other, that 
good work could not be done under a 
committee which interfered so much! 


The scholars themselves are yet too 


young to judge wisely; they are at the 
age when loyalty to a brilliant personali- 
ty is an all-powerful motive. But surely 
the parents of t^ese scholars should be 
wise enough to restrain their children 
from such unseemly demonstrations of 
this loyalty as our main streets have wit- 
nessed during this last week. I am led to 
believe, by a recent conversation, that 
there are some parents who do not realize 
tbc 1 their daughters may have been 
arjor.7 those who marched en masse down 
Main strfst, pausing opposite thej places 
of Business of some of the committee to 
si- :mt dctiftivce of their authority and that 
of the superintendent. I ask if, on sober 


eond thought, the cliarges of the com- 


mittee hav 3 not been proved true by these 


i.i'y demonstrations. 
Tue spirit shown has been exactly that 


of a lawless mob of rioters. 
Can we in 


an industrial town afford to encourage 
that spirit? Let me appeal to members of 
the Central Labor union. 
Suppose a 


strike becomes a necessity to gain some 
rightful end. It is acknowledged on all 
sides that strikes in a righteous cause have 
more to dread from a spirit of lawlessness 
among their members than from any 
other cause. Have not the members of 
the C. L. U., then, an interest in demand- 
ing that their children may come under 
some influence which shall effectually 
prevent another outbreak of this kind? 


One more suggestion and I have done. 


I should much like to know what Presi- 
dent Carter may think of this whole affair. 
It seems to me that he can hardly view 
with pleasure the advent, for some years 
to come, of any of our high school boys 
at Williams.

FIRE AT THE DEPOT.

An Old Passenger Car Burns Down—Two 


Coal Cars Badly Damaged. 


Shortly after 6 o'clock yesterday morn- 


ing the fire department was called to the 
depot where two Fitchburg coal cars had 
been hauled up burning. The department 
very soon extinguished the flames. The 
coal cars caught from an an old passenger 
car which stood quite a distance east of 
the depot and which was totally de 
stroyed. How the fire originated in it is 
not known. Some say the evidence is 
that it caught from sparks from a passing 
locomotive, others say it was a case of 
spontaneous combustion. It is also said 
that tramps were the cause of the fire. 
The last two theories are the most tena- 
ble. The car has been used for a long 
time by the "floating" gang and has run 
all over this division carrying that gang of 
workmen. It has served often in the tun- 
nel. Oil from torches and other sources 
had almost saturated it, and it was inflam- 
mable to a high degree. This being so 
spontaneous combustion is a very rational 
theory, but it is more probable that the 
fire was due to tramps. Saturday morning 
half a dozen fellows were charged in 
court with vagrancy and were discharged. 
Some of there were found sleeping in cars 
at the depot. 
The old car was a handy 


place for such men to pass a night in and 
carelessness with a match would cause the 
fire. The blaze may have been the out- 
come of a spirit of revenge born of recent 
molestation. 


The old car burned r.ipidly and in a 


very short time communicated its flames 
to the coal cars that stood on a track near 
to it. 
An engine was speedily sent to 


haul them up to the depot and the alarm 
was rung. The timely discovery of the 
fire prevented a heavy loss, and as it was 
the coal cars were badly damaged. The 
old passenger car was beyond possibility 
to save in a very few minutes after the 
fire broke out.

Unnoticed they set on fire and 
the fire was communicated to the build- 
ing. One of the family detected the fire 
in time to have it extinguished by strong 
efforts on the part of the members of 
the household. The damage to the build- 
ing was light and was adjusted at |35. 
Tha tenants sustained considerable loss.

a ^ehool committee to ask for the resigna- 
tion of a principal, and moreover, there is 
hardly one who will agree that the 
c barges arc serious enough to cause the 
dismissal of a principal just fhe weeks be- 
fore his resignation would have taken ef- 
fect. It h generally considered that the 
committee has made a mistake. Many 
prominent citizens are enraged alike over 
tht unnecessary smirchingof a promising 
young man's character and the demorali- 
zation of the school that has followed the 
committee's act. There has been talk of 
taking the committee at its word, by cir- 
culating a petition asking for the resigna- 
tion of each member. It is hoped this 
will not be done. The committee may

been at fault, as they claim Mr.

Mystery Which Is Puzzling Residents of a
